Marieke if she would be willing to do an interview; 
Marieke obliged. 



Please meet Marieke Verduyn-Lunel! 

Question: When did you first discover your 
talent? 

My love for drawing sprung from a young age 
and my passion for illustration grew when 
studying Graphic Design at TAFE. 

Question: Does the ability to paint and draw 
run in your family? 

Both sides of my family are very creative, musically and 
artistically. My father is very good at drawing and I have an 
aunty who is an artist. My family and those around me will 
forever inspire me. 

Question: Those three works of art that you 
made for Neerlandia are just so wonderful. 

Their simplicity makes them strong. How did 
you get the idea? 

When initially approached with the project, I imagined the 
designs would incorporate an element of abstract 
interpretation. The aim was to create a cultural 
representation, with a modem twist. By utilizing minimalist 
colour, I aimed to produce something that was 'timeless' and 
that could be appreciated for generations. 

Question: How long did it take you to create what is now 


on our walls? 

It was a very involved project It begun when I started 
fulltime work, so the project ended up spanning about half 
a year. However, each artwork took in excess of 100 hours, 
not including research. I always work in stages from 
research, pencil illustration, ink interpretation and then final 
production, in this case on the computer. Each element in 
the final artworks has been hand-drawn on a drawing 
tablet. 

Question: What are your favourite art forms and why? 

Although having a passion for illustration, I appreciate 
many art forms and especially those that I don't undertake 
myself, such as sculpture. I also have a keen interest in 
graffiti art and quirky illustration. My eye is often 
attracted to intricate patterns, bold contrast and interesting 
use of colour. 

Question: Do you have a favourite artist and why? 

I have always been a big fan of M. C. Escher, who was an 
inspiration for this project. His use of symmetry fascinates 
me. I love that you can look at a piece of his artwork 
numerous times and find something different each time. I 
also love the work of local illustrator and children's book 
author Shaun Tan, his imagination is delightful! 

Question: What education did you take to further your 
artistic talents? 

I majored in illustration in my second year at TAFE and 
continued to incorporate illustration throughout other 
design work in the following Advanced Diploma year. 
Participating in various exhibitions in my final year also 
kept my pen flowing. 

Question: Do you see a future for yourself in the art 
world? 

I most certainly think in a commercial sense and with the 
ability to display and sell artwork in various online forums, 
who knows what the future could hold! 

Question: What is your ambition as far as drawing 
is concerned? 

It has been a dream to write and illustrate my own children's 
book. I am hoping that one day that could be a reality but in 
the meantime, I would love to start producing illustrations 
that could be created for a more commercial purpose. i.e. 
Printed shirts, cards, posters etc. Whilst still developing 
artworks for future exhibition's. 

Question: Have you had arty exhibitions? If so, where 
were these? 

During my Final year at TAFE last year, the advanced 
diploma group held various exhibitions all over Perth. This 
also allowed for a 'duet' exhibition with another student, 
where we both showcased 5 individual artworks and 2 
collaborative pieces. The 'duet's exhibition was held in 
Northbridge at a clothing store called 'Scraps' and was part 
of the 'OnWilliam' street festival.’ 

Question: Is there anything we should know about

you? 

My designs also reflect an inspiration from nature, as I am 
constantly intrigued by our beautiful surrounding 
environment. Finding universal patterns and aesthetic 
comparisons is a strong personal interest. 

Question: Do you work commercially? If so how can 
people contact you? 

I am currently working as a full time web designer for 
RACWA, whilst also maintaining some freelance 
design work outside of work hours. I am presently in 
the process of creating a personal website, so for the 
time being e-mail is the most efficient method of 
contact, but if you prefer to talk over the phone, 1 am 
always willing to have a chat.

From the President: 


Dear Readers, 

This year seems to be flying by 
with never enough time to do all 
the things one would like to do in 
retirement. 

The ANSWA committee together 
with Neerlandia plus volunteers 
have been very busy organising 
our 1952 Reunion of Dutch 
Migrants, held on the 28 th of 
October at the Neerlandia 
Clubhouse as an open Day event from 10am - 4pm. 
Why 2012? 

It is 60 years ago that the majority of Dutch migrants 
arrived in WA either by ship or plane. 

Dutch numbers in WA increased rapidly from 264 in 
1947 to 8441 by 1954 and to 11,276 by 1971. The 
1986 ABS Census confirms 27,000 residents 
confirmed their Dutch Heritage. 

2012 is the first event to recognise the anniversary of 
the “Migration Agreement “ signed in 1951. 

As many of those early migrants have passed away, 
many of their siblings are also ageing. So we realised 
it was very important that this event was to be held 
this year. 

The help and the involvement of the members and 
volunteers especially Mr. Henk Oorschot to promote 
the 1952 Reunion has been outstanding. We also 
received help from outside sources such as the 
National Archives, Maritime Museum and Northam. 
An officer from the National Archives will be present 
to demonstrate to attendees how to access their 
family’s migration records. 

An officer of the “Welcome Wall” will also be there. 
Dutch Aged Care will be present to give elderly Dutch 
what Dutch Care can offer them. 

On Wednesday Henri Koldenhoven and I went to 
Northam to visit the Old Railway Station Museum to 
organise extra memorabilia for the Reunion. 

We have had an outstanding number of emails and 
phone calls from families of these early migrants who 
are looking forward to this event. Their biggest 
request has been for us to show pictures of the 
Northam Migration Camp. We never realised how 
important it is for them and their families to see what 
the early migrants went through. 

I am looking forward to the 28 th of October to be able 
to meet our visitors and have a chat with them. 

There is the possibility that the Dutch Minister of 
Defence Hans Hillen might visit Perth on the 9 th of 
November. If this is confirmed he wants to lay a 
wreath at the Dutch Enclave. We will keep you 
informed when we have confirmation.

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The year 2012, has seen a 
flurry of cultural heritage 
activities around the maritime, 
military, migration or 
mercantile links that 
characterise the 
Dutch connection 
with Australia and 
Australians since 1606. 
Driven largely by 
Australian and 
Netherlands 
government and quasi- 
government and 
educational 
organisations plus 
interested individuals 
they resulted in 
symposiums in 
Fremantle in February, 

The Hague in June, and will 
culminate with a Dutch 
Culture Week in Canberra 
end of October begin of 
November. The focus of the 
symposium has been the up 
and coming 400 year 
anniversary of Dirk Hartog's 
visit to the Western Australian 
coast in October 1616, to a 
part now called Cape 
Inscription on Dirk Hartog 
Island. His maps were the first 
to survive to confirm the 


presence of the Great South 
Land. An important outcome 
to date is Australia being the 


first, first world country to be 
given a 'priority country' 
status under the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs 
(Netherlands) and Ministry 
of Education, Culture and 
Science 'Mutual heritage' 
Policy . This is an exciting 
change in policy and 
was driven by the many 
examples of Dutch 
Australians' work on 
collecting and collating their 
cultural heritage around 


Australia (Various experts 
were asked to present their 
research on the heritage, 
others were asked to 
suggest possible 
collaborations with local, 
state, national or bilateral 
events, or report on a past 
event. The symposia were 
organised by the Centre 
International Heritage 
(Centrum Internationaal 
Erfgoed) in Leiden. They are 
currently busy setting up the 
November 1 Event in 
Canberra which they hope 
will culminate in a positive 
direction for partnerships in 
events leading up to during 
and beyond 2016.

Dirk Hartog’s plate 
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In the 17th & 18th centuries the VOC 
was the largest enterprise in the 
world, with a fleet of more than 100 
ships, thousands of employees, 
dozens of offices in Asia, & 6 
established in the Netherlands. 
These were the “VOC chambers” in 
Amsterdam, Enkhuizen, Hoorn, 
Rotterdam, Delft & Middelburg. 

When Dutch merchants were 
excluded from the lucrative trade in 
Asia by the Portuguese around 
1590, several Amsterdam merchants 
decided to do something about that 
monopoly. To the effect they 
organised the so-called “First 
Shipping” to Asia in 1595. this 
voyage was inspired by “Huygen van 
Linschoten. A year later his 
complete “Itinerario” was published. 
Other merchants soon followed suit. 



In the next 5 years 15 fleets 
comprising of 65 ships sailed to the 
Far East, resulting in extensive 
competition even amongst the Dutch 
themselves. The “Staten 
Generaal” (the equivalent of the 
parliament) decided to act, & try to 
persuade the merchants to work & 
co-operate with each other. The 
councillor for the government, Johan 
van Oldenbarnevelt, undertook most 
of the important preparations. When 
he finally did succeed to convince 
the various competing East India 
companies to co-operate & form a 
union, it resulted in the 
establishment of the United East 
India Company (VOC). The 
successful alliance was expressed in 
the letter “V” for Vereenigd” (United). 
Then on the 20th March 1602 the 


Staten Generaal gave the VOC 
exclusive licence, effectively granting 
them a Dutch monopoly for the trade 
in the Far East. It marked the start of 
a period of intense economic & 
cultural growth in the Netherlands. 
The VOC was governed by the 
“Heren Zeventien” (Lords XVII). 

These were representatives from the 
6 VOC chambers. 

From 1595—1795 approx 4800 
voyages to the Far East were made. 
The VOC made its own charts & 
much more. This enormous 
commercial enterprise lasted 2 
centuries. Toward the end of the 
1800s trade was declining. Tough 
competition & the war with England 
saw the VOC disband in the 1795.

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Dirk Hartog sailed the world and was to become the 2nd white man (1st was Willem Janzoon in 1606, also 
Dutch) to set foot on what was then known as the mysterious ‘Great Southern Land’. At the age of 41 years 
in the year 1621 he passed away and that means he was just 36 years old when setting his Dutch ’clog’ on 
Australian soil. How did Dirk from the distant Netherlands end up in our story of discovery? 

In 1611 a Hendrik Brouwer , a Dutch colonial administrator, worked out a new route to Batavia (Java) for the 
Dutch East India Company known as (1 /ereenigde Oostindische Compagnie, or VOC); a route that would 
dramatically reduce the sail time from South Africa - actually, in half from 12 months to just 6 months. This 
route then brought the ships much closer to the ‘Great Southern Land’. With the calculating of longitude being 
somewhat imprecise science at that time, a collision with this ‘mysterious’ land could and would happen over 
the ensuing 100+ years. 

The youthful Dirk came from a seafaring family and 
soon became the Captain of a small trading vessel 
called the ‘Dolphyri (dolphin) from about 1615. He 

joined the 
VOC, which 
was 

established 
in 1602 to 
trade for 
spices in 
East Asia, 
and in no 

time at all was appointed to command the ship the 'Eendracht’ on a 
voyage from the Netherlands via South Africa to Batavia. 

The first part of his journey of discovery began on the 23rd January 1616 from the Netherlands. On the way to 
South Africa he was blown off course & separated from the other ships in his fleet. This could have been what 
had happen on the second part of the trip, or a miscalculation of that ‘imprecise science’ of calculating 
longitude, as he followed the set out southerly ‘Brouwer’ route to Batavia. 

Possibly pushed further forward than he should have by the roaring forties before turning North, the Captain of 
the Eendracht came upon the tip of a small island on the 25 October 1616 just off the coast of today's Western 
Australia. This island was approx 80 km long and 14 km wide and uninhabited. It was a very barren island 
pummelled by the vast Indian Ocean. 

Dirk Hartog landed at the northern end of the island, now known as Cape Inscription. 

He explored the island for 3 days but found very little. Young Dirk Hartog was unimpressed by what he had 
seen and so headed North, charting the coastline to the NW Cape—good one Dirk! However, one thing that 
he did do was to leave a mark for history by leaving a commemorative plate that recorded his visit. Carefully 
attached to a wooden post there it remained until yet another Dutch explorer Willem de Vlamingh came along 
40 years later, removed it and placed his own plate in its stead. 


The VOC ship The Eendracht : 

(the unsung hero of this adventure) 

The Eendracht was an East 
Indiaman of 700 tonnes built in 
the VOC’s Amsterdam Dockyard 
& launched in 1615, her maiden 
voyage was on the 23rd January 1616 under the command of Dirk Hartog. 
She had a complement of -200 and an armament of 32 guns. Her 
homeport was Texel. By Henny Crijns

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The historic seaport of Den Briel 



BRIELLE 

Brielle, also called Den Briel is a town, municipality and historic seaport in the 
west of the Netherlands, in the province of South Holland. It is situated on the 
northern side of the island of Voome-Putten, at the mouth of the Niewe Maas 
(New Meuse river). The municipality covers an area of 31.12 km 2 (12.02 mile 2 ) 
Flag and Coat of Arms 0 f which 3.63 km 2 (1.40 mile 2 ) is water. On 1 January 2012 its estimated 

population was 16,072. 

The municipality of Brielle also includes the communities Vierpolders , and Zwartewaal . 

Brielle is the sister city of: 

Queenborough, England, since 1967 and Havlickuv Brod, Czech Republic, since 1985. 

HISTORY 

Brielle is a very old, fortified town. Its name is derived from the Celtic word brogilo (meaning ’’closed area” or 
’’hunting grounds”). The oldest writings about Brielle indicate that the current location is the ’’new” Brielle. Den 
ouden Briel must have been situated somewhere else on the Voorne-Putten Island. It received city rights in 1306. 
The city was for a long time the seat of the Count of Voorne, until this flefdom was added to Holland in 1371. 

It had its own harbour and traded with the countries around the Baltic Sea. Brielle even had its own trading colony 
in Sweden. 


This event is still celebrated each year on April 1 and the night before (known as Chalk 
Night (kalknacht) when the city is defaced with chalk - and now also white paint). 

Dutch students are taught a short rhyme to remember this fact: 

”Op 1 April verloor Alva zijn £>rz7” translating into ”On April 1st, Alva lost his glasses”, 

(”bril” is the Dutch word for ’’glasses”. Another rhyme continues with this line: ”Op 
April zes verloor Alva zijn fles” ”On April 6th Alva lost his bottle” in which the word 
”Fles” stands for the town of Vlissingen, which was the next town to be freed by the 
Dutch rebels.) 

FORTIFIED CITY Geuzen schip “the Prince 

Once the Geuzen had easily captured Brielle, they started to replace the Middle age Admirael” 

town walls with a modem fortification. This process of renewal and replacement lasted 
till 1713 when fortifications werecompleted. 

The shape is a design by the fortification builders Willem Paen (who worked for the Holland council) and his 
famous peer Menno van Coehoorn (who worked for the stadholder and the Dutch parliament.) 



During the Eighty Years' War between the Netherlands and Spain, the capture of Brielle on April 1, 
Protestant rebels, the Watergeuzen, marked a turning point in the conflict, as many 
towns in Holland then began to support William of Orange against the Spanish 
Duke Fernando Alvarez de Toledo, 3rd Duke of Alba who was sent to pacify The 
Netherlands.

Since 1713 little has changed as regards the fortification, as a result of which the defensive works belong to the most 

important fortification works left in the Netherlands. It is difficult to walk 
around the ramparts and visit them completely. Besides the walls there are 
various buildings in the town centre, which were used for military purposes, 
such as the arsenal, the turf shed and the old Provost military prison, now an 
arts and conference centre. 

In order to make it possible for the fortification to be built, Paen and Van 
Coehoom ordered a complete district in the southern part of town to be 
demolished. Presently, there is a green residential area just outside the current 
fortified area.

Brielle was important to the Geuzen, as the town had a large harbour consistent 
with Middle Age concepts. Lying on the Maas River, Brielle was a good freight harbour for ships en route to 
Zeeland or Rotterdam and Dordrecht. Fishing and trade ships from Brielle went to Iceland, Scandinavia, Russia, 
Poland, North Africa and the Middle East. Brielle made an agreement with the trade cities and the people of Brielle 
possessed their own 'trading post' in Sweden.

THE MARTYRS of GORCUM 

On July 9, 1572, nineteen priests and religious were put to death by hanging at Den Briel, the Netherlands. They had 
been captured in Gorkum on June 26 by a band of Calvinist pirates called the Watergeuzen (sea-beggars) who were 
opposed to the Catholicism of the Spanish princes of the country. 

During their imprisonment, the priests were tortured, subjected to countless indignities, and offered their freedom if 
they would deny the Real Presence of Christ in the Eucharist and the primacy of the pope. Despite a letter from 
Prince William of Orange ordering their release and protests from the magistrates of Gorkum, the men were thrown 
half-naked into the hold of a ship on July 6, and taken to Briel to be killed in the presence of a Protestant nobleman, 
Admiral Lumey, who was noted for his hatred of Catholicism. Their bodies, mutilated both before and after death, 
were callously thrown into a ditch. 

ADMINISTRATIVE CENTRE OF AN ISLAND 

Perhaps a visitor would hardly notice, but Brielle is located on an island: Voorne. Voome is 
one of the Zuid-Hollandse Islands, and has been opened up tremendously during the last 
years by the Caland and Spijkenisser bridges and the Thomassen tunnel. 

Before 1900 roughly, Voome was still an isolated area, of which Brielle formed the 
administrative centre. The traces of this past are still left behind in Brielle. Consequently, 
there is a proportionately large services level for a borough with "only'T6.000 inhabitants. 

It does have a municipal court, a library, a theatre, communal archives, a museum and so on. 

The Brielle town hall is a striking building, the facade of which was designed by the 
architect Johannes van Westenhout. This man, who was originally born in Brielle also 
worked on none other than the (former) Tweede Kamer (Second Room) building in The 
Hague and the seat of Government in Breda. 

HISTORICAL -CULTURAL MONUMENTS and WATER 

In the twentieth century Brielle was a little threatened - literally almost - falling between defences and ship. By 
means of constmcting industrial areas in the former Maas (Botlek, Europoort, Maasvlakte) shipping ceased to be a 
source of income. Furthermore, the opening-up, through means of the bridges, gave rise to administrative and 
cultural institutions being subjected to pressure by competition from Rotterdam. Nevertheless, the wealth of cultural 
history has become more and more important for the region over the last thirty years. The city with the most modem 
centre in the Netherlands (Rotterdam) and the largest industrial areas, which are located directly beside, or at least, a 
small town with a very small surface area, with almost 400 monuments and one of the best preserved fortifications in 
the Netherlands. 

This is why Brielle is hoping to market itself again as an attractive place to live and a holiday destination. The 
Brielle Maas, now an inland lake, offers a wide range of recreational activities. 

Seaman Asylum 

This so called 'Seaman Asylum' was build between 1874 and 1875. The architect was 
Cornelis Outshoorn. The asylum was giving shelter to old and disabled seamen. The 
building was paid through contributions of the Dutch people. Nowadays common 
citizens of the city occupy the building. It must be wonderful to live in a building that 
boast so much history. The right wing was paid for by the very rich art collector 
Alexander Verhuell. His monogram is positioned between the two lions at the main 
entrance.

‘Enriching JAustraCian 'History 

Let’s get this straight! 

Everyone knows that Captain Cook discovered 
Australia in 1770 and he is revered for it world¬ 
wide. So much so, that some other events are 
overshadowed by it. 

Willem Jantz. of Duyfken landed on Cape York 
Peninisula in 1606, this event was not as significant 
for he never laid claim to any of it. 

Nevertheless, in 1616 Dirk Hartog landed at Shark 
Bay on the West Coast and as evidence of his visit 
he left an inscribed pewter plate, nailed to a wooden 
post. 

From that time on activity on the west coast 

increased when 
the VOC ship 
Batavia ran 
onto a group of 
islands called 
the Abrolhos in 
1629. 

The resulting 
massacre by 
mutineers under 
Jeronimus Comeliszoon killed 125 of the 
survivors. When Commander Francesco Pelsaert 
returned with the rescue ship Sardam the mutineers 
were captured and dealt with. 

Two of them, Wouter Loos and Jan Pelgrom were 
marooned on the shore at Hutt River and left to fend 
for themselves. However, they were given 
provisions to tide them over. There a number of 
sightings that suggested that they integrated with the 
natives. However, they were the first Europeans to 
settle on the west coast of Australia. 

When in 1656, the Vergulde Draeck ran onto a reef, 
five kilometres out from the Moore River mouth, 68 
survivors were left behind after seven men went for 
help, sailing a boat to Batavia (Jakarta). 

It was much later, in 1712, that the Zuytdorp 
wrecked some 50 km south of Shark Bay and there 
are indications that a large number survived the 
ordeal. 

So it is likely that up to 300 sailors settled here, with 
the help of Aboriginal inhabitants, indeed integrated 
with them. 

This story has been told a number of times although 
little notice has been taken by historians to give it 


the validity that it deserves. This is ironic for the 
discovery of the East Coast did not meet the same 
scepticism. 

He named the bit of coast he was on New Wales and 
claimed it for the English Crown and then said 
‘“[since I] may land no more upon this Eastern 
Coast of New Holland, and on the Western side I 
can make no new discovery the honour of which 
belongs to the Dutch navigators and as such they 
may lay Claim to it as their property. ’Journal, 22 
August 1770 p 387, n. 4 

Afterwards he sailed away further south to look for 
the Great Southland. 

Leave him be, by all means, but do not negate the 
role of the Dutch on the other side of the 
continent. The Dutch did settle, albeit, through 
force of circumstance. Cook sailed away and it 
wasn’t until 1778 that the British government sent a 
fleet with convicts to the ‘new colony’ after having 
been ousted from America’s war of Independence 
(1775-1783). 

It has often been said that Australia has no history 
or culture. Indeed, if part of it has been swept under 
the carpet by historians and/or politicians over time. 
Culture and history go hand in hand and most 
people in Australia have come from countries dating 
back many centuries. 

The facts are clear that the first European settlers 
were the Dutch from 1629 onwards. This is aside 
from the DNA analysis that is currently under way 
at Leiden University. 

The VOC Historical Society Inc. has been engaged 
in the research of the Dutch role in WA. The accent 
has been on the Vergulde Draeck and Zuytdorp 
because of their role on the mainland. Batavia was 

60 km out at sea on the Abrolhos and only had two 
mutineers on the mainland. 

More recently the accent fell on the Aagtekerk, one 
of the three ships that became lost without a trace, 
through Hugh Edwards, the well known West 
Australian author and diver. 

There are two other such ships, the Fortuyn and 
Ridderschap van Holland. Certain clues have come 
to light that may provide clues about their fate. 

The VOCHS has kept that on the back burner 
because of lack of man power. Perhaps with the 
influx of expats it may be possible to generate 
enthusiasm and add another chapter to Australian 
history.

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Jacoba van Beieren 


Jacoba van Beieren. 

One of history's well known minor players in Holland 
during the so called 'Hoekse en Kabeljauwse 
Twisten' (Hooks and Cods Civil War), was a cavalry officer 
named Jan van Schaffelaar, in the pay of the ancient duchy 
of Gelre (Gelderland). It was the 16th of July 1482 that 
some horseman under his command found refuge and 
captured the tower and church of Bameveld. The siege 
party then started to fire a cannon to blast them into 
submission. Those under siege were allowed to leave 
unmolested on condition that they handed over their leader. 
They refused, but then Jan van Schaffelaar addressed his 
men saying Beloved fellows, I shall have to die one time, I 
do not want you to have trouble. He then climbed upon the 
towers' battlements and jumped to his death. A statue has 
been erected on site, to commemorate the heroic decision 
of this courageous man. 

Why Hooks and Cods? The Cods (kabeljouwen) are 
veracious eaters and will keep growing, the Hooks 
(Hoeken) are the tools to catch these cods. 

Over many years there was a gradual build-up of tension 
between the overall power held by the ruling nobility over 
common people, while these in the course of time were 
becoming more and more affluent and influential and living 
in cities who were constantly buying privileges for hard 
cash from their needy ruling overlords, thereby becoming 
authorities in their own right. The ruling nobility were 
divided amongst themselves as such that parties were 
formed of those with similar economic interests and each of 
them trying to win favour with the commoners to 
strengthen their own powerbase. 

It is very interesting to follow how some influential 
families played important roles in Dutch history. The Lords 
of Egmont were one such family and became one of the 
key leaders with Count Willem III, who inherited Egmont 
and was appointed by the Duke of Burgundy in 1304 as his 
representative with the title of Stadtholder of Holland, 
followed later with his rule over Zeeland and Henegouwen 
(Hainault). Willem III was an inspired politician bringing 
prosperity to the counties he ruled. One of his daughters 
Margareta married King Louis V of Bavaria in 1324. Then 
another daughter Philippa married Edward III, who became 
the King of England with a bit of help of father Willem. 
Finally his middle daughter Johanna married the Count of 
Gulik. 

These tensions as mentioned before finally boiled over 
when Count Willem IV of Holland who had followed up 
his father, had died in the battle of Stavoren ini345 against 
the Frisians and without leaving a son to follow him up. His 
many military campaigns had been very costly for the 
provinces he governed and in order to finance this, he sold 
many privileges to the various noble families and applicant 
cities and admitted their representatives as members of the 
governing elite at the 'Hof van Holland'. On his death 
England, France and the emperor of Germany could claim 
suzerainty over the lower lands, so King Louis of Bavaria 
quickly moved that Willem IV's oldest sister Margareta was 
appointed as governess of Holland and Zeeland on the 13th 
January 1346. 


Then on reaching the age of 16 years on the 5th of 
January 1349, her son Willem was sworn in as Count 
Willem V of Holland, together with a claim for a yearly 
pay-out of 6000 guilders plus a one-off payment of 15000 
guilders. This was the time when Holland was still at war 
with Friesland and Utrecht and also the time when the 
'black death' was ravaging the lower lands. It was easy to 
understand that the combined Nobility and Cities rejected 
Margaret's claims when they got together in 
Geertruidenberg, leaving him with little power to govern. 
Two leaders emerged, Jan I van Egmont and Wolfert III 
van Borselen, who convinced Willem V during his 
mother's absence in 1350, to distance himself from this 
mother and family and be independent. The plot failed on 
the return of Margaret. 

The rebelling nobles on the 23rd of May 1350 then acted 
and formed a group of nobles and cities, Delft being the 
first to join, under the name of 'Kabeljauwen'. Margaret 
acted immediately and formed the 'Hoeken' party. At 
times the parties clashed violently, whereby castles on 
both sides were under siege and some destroyed, but at 
the end of the year 1351 Willem V was in full control as 
Stadtholder of Holland and Zeeland. Many of the Hoekse 
Nobility were banished. With the passing of the years, 
Willem and his mother made peace with each other again 
in 1354 through the meditation of King Edward III of 
England, who was married with Philippa, Willem's sister. 
After the death of Margaret in 1356, Willem inherited 
Henegouwen. 

During the whole of the 'Hoekse and Kabeljauwse 
Twisten' raging from about 1350 till 1490, both parties 
were mostly balanced in their support from the factions 
involved in the provinces of Zeeland, Holland, West 
Friesland and Utrecht. 

Two years later, Willem's behaviour became very erratic 
and he was declared to be mad after he attacked and killed 
one of his guests with a dagger at his court. His brother 
Albrecht I of Bavaria ( his titles:- Albrecht I van 
Wittelsbach, Stadhouder van Holland en Zeeland, Hertog 
van Beieren-Straubing, Graaf van Henegauwen) on taking 
control, had him locked up in his castle 'Le Quesnoy' in 
Henegauen, where he died in 1389. 

Stadtholder Albrecht van Beieren actively supported 
Amsterdam by selling many privileges which in turn 
financed his independency. However he came into 
conflict with Delft and Leiden as they refused their 
support to give his seat of government 'sGravenhage (The 
Hague) City status. Albrecht however solved this problem 
by building his offices and favouring the locals around the 
'Ridderzaal' (Knight's Hall), originally a hunting lodge for 
the Counts of Holland. 

The Lower Countries, Holland and Zeeland, grew steadily 
in wealth as trading partners in the Hanseatic League and 
their growing merchant fleets and fishing enterprises. This 
was on show in Cambrai in 1385, where a double 
wedding took place between two male heirs of Burgundy- 
Flanders-Artois and Hanault (Henegouwen)-Holland- 
Zeeland married each others’ sisters. The Count of 
Holland caused to build a city of 6000 tents, thereby 
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entertaining 20.000 spectators. The show with wild beasts 
being the talk-of-the-century, lasted for a week and the 
cost equaled a years’ revenue of the Dutch Provinces, but 
the outcome was that the future of the enterprising 
Dutchmen from those lower countries was being 
consolidated under the powerful umbrella of the 
Burgundy princedom. 

Albrecht, as you will now realize, was quite a boy in his 
days and besides his legal wife, entertained a few 
mistresses, the last one by the name of Aleida van 
Poelgeest. Unfortunately, Aleida was killed by a 'Hoekse' 
knight in a dark night on the 22nd September 1392, when 
she was accompanied in the streets of The Hague by one 
of Albrecht's advisors Willem Cuser. To punish, Albrecht 
ordered the properties of some prominent 'Hoeken' 
supporters to be demolished and that the walls of 
'Hoeken' Delft had to be torn down. To top it off, he 
ordered 1000 men from Delft to walk barefoot to The 
Hague and ask the Count for forgiveness, followed by 
500 women wearing their best clothes and with their 
loose hair waving in the wind, in order to plead for saving 
their men. 

When Albrecht died on the 13th of December 1404, his 
son Willem VI followed up but found the country deep in 
debt from the Cambrai extravaganza. However the 
skillful management by a leading merchant from 
Amsterdam, appointed as treasurer, soon reversed the 
situation. Now the doors were opened to combine the 
Beieren interests in Holland, Zeeland and Henegouwen 
with the Duchy of Burgundy with Dijon as the capital, 
including Flanders, Luxemburg and sizeable parts of 
France. 

Willem VI of Bavaria died ini 417, leaving his daughter 

Jacoba van Beieren to 
follow him up. She 
married a year later with 
her cousin John IV of 
Brabant. However 
Jacoba's uncle, John of 
Bavaria, the brother of 
her father and Bishop of 
Luik, challenged Jacoba's 
succession, as he was the 
oldest surviving male in 
the family. A civil war 
was the result, lasting 
about ten years with the 
end result that Burgundy 
gained control of Brabant 
and the bishop of Luik had to join the Duchy of 
Burgundy for the simple reason that he had run out of 
money to continue his campaign to rule in lieu of Jacoba. 
In the meantime John IV of Brabant had managed to be re 
-instated as count of Holland and Zeeland in 1425 after 
the death of John of Bavaria in 1424. During these many 
years of warfare, terrible storms were savaging the lower 
countries, culminating on the 9th of November 1421 in 
the St Elisabeth flood, covering all the lands between 
Geertruidenberg and Dordrecht and submerging seventy 


two villages. Many people and thousands of cattle and 
horses lost their lives. When all came to normal again, 
twenty two villages remained under water in the area now 
called the Biesbosch. 

After all these upheavals and threats to her life, Jacoba had 
to flee to England but not before she managed to have her 
marriage to John IV declared invalid. Now in England she 
met and married Humphrey Duke of Gloucester (1391- 
1447), the fourth son of King Henry IV. With Humphrey's 
help, she tried to invade Hainolt (Henegouwen) but did not 
succeed as he abandoned her for another woman. Jacoba 
surrendered to the Duke of Burgundy Philips the Good who 
imprisoned her in Ghent. The Hook party who supported 
Jacoba, decided to free her and managed to smuggle men's 
clothes into prison, whereupon she simply walked out of 
prison to be whisked away on horses waiting outside. It did 
not help that John IV of Brabant was flat broke after all 
these altercations and was forced to transfer his succession 
rights to Holland and Zeeland to the Duke of Burgundy, 
Philips the Good (1396-1467). On finding out, Jacoba 
became very upset about this deal and took up fighting 
again, but after three years had to give in and sign a peace 
treaty in the year 1428 with the Duke of Burgundy, known 
as 'The kiss of Delft'. Though the terms of this treaty stated 
that she was now recognized as the Countess of Holland 
and Zeeland, she was not allowed to marry without Philips 
the Good's consent. For Jacoba it was very difficult to face 
all her problems by herself without being able to share her 
problems with a trusted friend. It so happened that in the 
course of a few years she found that friend in Frank van 
Borselen (1395-1470) whom she married in all secrecy, a 
rich and influential knight, empowered by the Duke of 
Burgundy to rule as Stadtholder over Holland and Zeeland. 
Breaking hereby her promise not to marry without the 
Burgundy Duke's consent, she lost her position as Countess 
of the Holland and Zeeland provinces. After having settled 
in her court in The Hague (Die Haghe), Jacoba's days were 
filled with parties and receiving the foremost leaders of the 
Hoeken and Kabeljouwen. Those in power made the castle 
Teylingen for her available to live with her husband Frank 
and it was there that she had to retire from politics because 
of gradually failing health, but the parties went on, looking 
at the evidence of the many wine-cans retrieved from 
restoring the old moats erstwhile surrounding the castle, 
now called 'Jacoba Kannetjes'. It was not long after she had 
moved in Teylingen that she died of tuberculosis in 1436. 
These days we can visit the now world famous Keukenhof 
where we admire the enchanting explosion of the many 
colours and varieties of tulips, hyacinths and narcissus as 
well as those magnificent flowering trees, all in a dream 
setting of garden architecture. The whole enhanced with 
fine sculptures, not forgetting that Amsterdam Organ at the 
entrance playing tunes so dear to the Dutch and if you are 
lucky, meeting with a live Jacoba, attended by one of her 
court ladies. And did you know that this remarkable show¬ 
piece was the erstwhile kitchen garden of Castle Teylingen, 
from which Jacoba's cooks retrieved their daily herbs and 
veggies? Our world is full of surprises.
